The shutting 
down of many of the mines had left a 
large number of men living in Wallace 
with nothing to do. Time hung heav­ 
ily on their hands, and nothing was of 
too small importance to attract interest 
provided it held out the hope of killing 
a few hours of the dreary time of wait­ 
ing.

The \ 
undertaker, however, got even by sup- I 
plying a plain pine box painted a deep 
black. This was placed in Jack’s office, 
and in the dead of night lumber care­ 
fully 
weighted to the 
weight of 
Greene’s body was packed inside it by 
the three conspirators. 
The lid was 
then screwed down, aud the following 
day John Greene, followed by the en­ 
tire population of the town of Wallace, 
Ida., was laid away in the ooh!, cold 
ground. 
"About ten days later Jack, having 
entirely recovered his pristine health, 
appeared upon the street. To say that 
his advent created a sensation is to put 
it mildly. Three or four superstitious 
miners, thinking it was his ‘ha’ut,’ 
straightway took to thei^ cabins on the 
hillside aud to prayer and fasting. 
"it was hard td tell whether the town 
of Wallace or Jack Greene was the 
more astonished by the explanations 
that there ensued. 
At length, when 
those present had become convinced 
beyond cavil or doubt that it was 
Greene iu the flesh and not Greene in 
the spirit—although by this time it 
must be confessed that spirit in great 
plenty was iu Greene—they sent for 
the three conspirators.

" ‘What did you do it for?’ was the I 
question addressed in blunt aud simple 
terms to tile ringleader. 
" ‘Well, rn tell you. 
You sin.' we 
wanted to run Jack for a town office 
and we thought in this way we eould 
get a line on how he stood with the 
community.

Ingress to and egress from 
that bountifully rich territory was a 
feat that none but the hardiest man 
dared essay, for it was an even chance 
that death from exposure might be the 
lot of the one who attempted it 
“Wallace at this time was a thriving, 
busy, prosperous town where the arti­ 
ficial excitement of a mining boom ev­ 
erywhere betrayed itself. The shutting 
dow’n of many of the mines had left a 
large number of men living in Wallace 
with nothing to do. Time hung heav­ 
ily on their hands, and nothing was of 
too small importance to attract interest 
provided It held out the hope of killing 
a few hours of the dreary time of wait­ 
ing. 
“Just at this period the most promi­ 
nent young lawyer of the towrn fell ill. 
There wasn’t anything particular the 
matter with him except a heavy cold 
and impending fever; but, being some- j 
what of a hypochondriac, ho at once I 
believed himself to be in a dangerous 
condition. 
He promptly took himself 
to his bed In the rear of his office, de- I 
nlcd himself to all but two or three of j 
his Intimate friends, Installed a nurse ! 
to look after his w’aots and promptly | 
gave himself over to that luxury of be-1 
lieving himself to be really ill which is I 
so dear to the hypochondriac’s heart. 
“'The throe men wTho w*ere his friends ! 
and who were admitted to his apart­ 
ment took advantage of the conditions 
surrounding him to perpetrate a prac­ 
tical joke that has since become fa­ 
mous in the northwest. They gave out 
the news that the lawyer, one Jack 
Greene, had died, and as his mourning 
friends they received the camp, which 
called in a boily to express its regret. 
“in the meantime Greene, in the next 
room, heard nothing, the visitors being 
naturally quiet in the presence of 
death. One of his friends went to the 
local undertaker and, informing him 
that Jack was dead, purchased a eof 
fin. Alleging the hard winter and con­ 
sequent haiti times, he beat the under­ 
taker dow n oue-half in his price. The 
undertaker, however, got even by sup­ 
plying a plain piue box painted a deep 
black. This was placed in Jack’s office, 
and in the dead of night lumber care­ 
fully 
weighted to 
the 
weight of 
Greene’s body was packed inside it by 
the three conspirators. 
The lid was 
then screwed down, aud the follow ing 
day John Greene, followed by the en­ 
tire population of the town of Wallace, 
Ida., was laid away in the cohl, cold 
ground. 
“About ten days later Jack, having 
entirely recovered his pristine health, 
appeared upon the street. To say that 
his advent created a sensation is to put 
it mildly. Three or four superstitious 
miners, thinking it was his ‘ba’ut,’ 
straightway took to the!*; cabins on the 
hillside aud t.o prayer and fasting. 
“It was hard til tell whether the town 
of Wallace or Jack Greene was the 
more astonished by the explanations 
that there ensued. 
At length, when 
those present had become convinced 
beyond cavil or doubt that it was 
Greene in the flesh and not Greene in 
the spirit—although by this time it 
must be confessed that spirit in great 
plenty was in Greene—they sent for 
the three conspirators. 
“ ‘What did you do it for?’ was the J 
question addressed in blunt and Staple j 
terms to the ringleader. 
“ ‘Well, I’ll tell you. 
You see we 
wanted to run Jack for a town office 
•and we thought in this way we could 
get a line on how he stood with the 
community.

The London Daily Chronicle, profess­

rebels in Cape Colony. He offered self 
•oTernment on the lines of Jamaica 
rnmedlately upon the cessation of hos­ 
tilities, with legislative bodies partly 
elected by the burghers. 
The government agreed to provide 
i 1,000.000 ($5,000,000) to compensate 
'be Boers for property destroyed and 
articles commandeered by the Boers 
on commando, provided the signatures 
of tho officers who commandeered the 
.roods were forthcoming. He also of­ 
fered to grant loans on easy terms for 
abuilding and restocking farmsteads. 
“Moreover, he agreed that children 
-honld be instructed in English or 
notch, at the discretion of their Var- 
^nta. The government undertook to 
make no claim on church property or 
fnnds or upon hospitals or hospital 
funds or upon private investments. 
“No burgher of either state was to 
be allowed to possess a rifle except by 
special license.

The monopoly of the trade is said t<5 
protect tim Greenlander from being de­ 
ceived by unscrupulous merchants. The 
administration settles a fixed price both 
for the goods the Greenlanders pur­ 
chase and for the products they sell. 
In this w ay all are treated in the same 
manner, and the business being car­ 
ried on by the state is a guarantee 
that the natives are not imposed upon. 
Furthermore, the members of the ad­ 
ministration are enjoined to take care 
that the natives do not leave them­ 
selves short of produce by selling more 
than they can dispense with, so that 
they are destitute of needful food and 
clothing when the slack time arrives. 
The native Greenlander never has been, 
neither is he now, able to purchase a 
single drop of spirits from the admin­ 
istration. 
The exchange of goods between 
Greenland and Denmark is, as a rule, 
carried on exclusively by means of the 
nine vessels belonging to the Green­ 
land company — viz, five brigs, three 
barks and a small steamer having a 
total register of about 2,000 tons net.

Greenland is governed in a grand 
motherly way by Denmark; but, as It 
consists of a group of colonies which 
would not under any circumstances at­ 
tract many tourists or traders, no out 
1 sider complains of the exclusiveness of 
I the Danish authorities. Trade always 
* has been and still Is monopolized by 
the state, and only government vessels 
are allowed to sail In Greenland wa­ 
ters. For foreign travelers also Green- 
, land is a closed country unless the trav- 
' der in question has beforehand ob­ 
tained the rare distinction of gaining 
the permission of the Danish govern­ 
ment. 
The monopoly of the trade is said t<5 
protect the Greenlander from being de­ 
ceived by unscrupulous merchants. The 
administration settles a fixed price both 
for the goods the Greenlanders pur­ 
chase and for the products they sell. 
In this way all are treated in the same 
manner, and the business being car­ 
ried on by the state is a guarantee 
that tile natives are not imposed upon. 
Furthermore, the members of the ad­ 
ministration are enjoined to take care 
that the natives do not leave them­ 
selves short of produce by selling more 
than they can dispense with, so that 
they are destitute of needful food and 
clothing when the slack time arrives. 
The native Greenlander never has been, 
neither is he now, able to purchase a 
single drop of spirits from tho admin­ 
istration. 
The exchange of goods between 
Greenland aud Denmark Is, as a rule, 
carried on exclusively by means of the 
nine vessels belonging to the Green­ 
land company — viz, five brigs, three 
barks arid a small steamer having a 
total register of about 2,(AH) tons net.

This speech of the German chancellor 
must, we think, lie construed into an 
admission that Russia is to receive 
compensation by tin* practical cession 
of the great province of Manchuria. 
Relatively considered, such a change is 
more directly a blow at the United 
States than at any other nation, with 
the possible exception of Japan, and in 
respect to this latter power the loss is 
political rather than commercial.

may be that England has established 
larger markets in Manchuria than we 
have, hut tty the side of lier enormous 
trade with other parts of the Chinese 
empire Manchuria is not a serious fac­ 
tor.

90 acres to tho island, erecting Hew 
buildings and remodeling the old ones, 
so that all will be architecturally in 
harmony with each other. 
All this will completely change the 
appearance of the island, which now 
comprises GO acres, so that a person 
sailing up the bay a few years from 
now after a long visit on foreign shores 
will fall to recognize what is even now 
the most beautiful spot in the harbor, 
world famed for its beauty. 
The same grassy slopes, which in the 
summer sunshine make the islaud look 
Uke an emerald in a setting of deepest 
blue, will be there, but the buildings 
will be more artistic, and to the south 
a vast parade ground, with barracks 
for a regiment of soldiers, will stretch 
over what is now a waste of tossing 
waters. 
• 
Historic old Castle William will still 
bo there, and the stars and stripes will 
still float proudly from the high flag 
pole, but there will lie little more to re­ 
mind one of the Governors island of 
today. 
This grass covered parade ground, all 
of which is to be made, will extend 
out over the shoaLs for about 2,000 
feet In a southwesterly direction from 
the island and will be triangular In 
form. It will be bounded by a heavy 
stone sea wall which will extend all 
the way around. 
Of the money already appropriated 
$200,000 is to be expended in the work 
of enlarging the island, and $00,000 
for buildings. The work of erecting 
the buildings will be conducted sepa­ 
rately from that of enlarging the 
islaud. but all will be done under the 
supervision of the quarterm aster gen­ 
eral of the army. 
For the work of building the sea wall 
and filling iu the 90 acres $800,000 is 
to be silent. ’Hie entire work Is to be 
done in accordance with plans reported 
by a board composed of Major Gen­ 
eral John R. Brooke, commander of

It was intended to do a large part 
of the tilling in with earth dredged 
from Buttermilk channel, to the east 
of the Island, which was to have boon 
deepened IO feet and widened 1,200 
feet, but the river and harbor bill.

The barracks which, with the parade 
grouud and other buildings necessary 
to a well equipped military post, will 
occupy the DO acres of made ground 
will be inferior to none in the world 
and will house a garrison such us 
Governors island bas never known. 
It is intended to make the barracks 
permanent structures. Just how many 
will be erected has not yet been decid­ 
ed, but the accommodation will be am 
pie for a regiment. 
Warehouses to be used for stores of 
the quarterm aster’s, ordnance, medical 
and other departments will be the first 
of the new structures to be erected. 
These will be ornamental brick- build 
iugs. and they will stand along the 
north shore of the islaud, where sever­ 
al old warehouses are now situated. 
Those of the old warehouses that can 
be adapted will lie vc modeled and im­ 
proved, while others will be torn down. 
According to the plans, each of the now 
buildings will cost about. $40,000. When 
&!1 have bren completed, the seven or 
eight used by the army on Manhattan 
Islaud will be abandoned. 
Before the work has been completed 
tile old buildings on the island will be 
rearranged under tho direction of com­ 
petent architects, so that they be in 
harmony with the new ones. 
General Gillespie said that the quar­ 
termaster general at Washington had

British and Russian troops face each 
other la Tien tsin, while Japan is con­ 
centrating her warships on the Korean

But in the archives of the state de­ 
partment, says James Creelman in the 
New York Journal, is a report from Mr. 
Ragsdale, the American consul at Tien­ 
tsin, which shows that a British syn­ 
dicate, headed by the Rothschilds, has 
secured from the Chinese government 
‘concessions so vast as to threaten the 
-foreign market in Asia of all countries. 
These concessions are almost beyond 
belief, yet the facts were officially re­ 
ported in detail to our government three 
yea nr ago. 
The Peking Syndicate of London has 
Wrung from China concessions amount­ 
ing to Tl.000 square miles of the prov­ 
inces of Shansi And Honan.' This in­ 
cludes an unbroken anthracite coal 
'vein ok I cud big through 3,500 square 
‘miles. It also includes Immense tracts 
♦of petroleum and Iron. 
The British 
have in their hands the richest prize 
In the whole world.

< atc. are rich enough to supply the j 
world with the finest coal for 3,000 
years at the present rate of consump­ 
tion. 
Not only have the British cap­ 
italists secured this key to the whole 
Interior industry and trade of China, 
but they also have an almost unlimited 
light to build branch railways .con­ 
necting these coal, iron and petroleum 
Helds with trunk railways and rivers. 
They have planned lines of transi»orta- 
lion into the Yang-tse-Kiang valley 
Which will euablc them to convert the 
vheap labor of the teeming Chinese 
millions iuto an economic peril to ev- 
v*ry other country. 
Not a word bas been uttered on this 
vubjeet In the present crisis, yet tile 
Russianizing of Manchuria Is a paltry 
and irrelevant matter compared wit a 
this mighty British plan for the Inte­ 
rior subjugation of China. It is a mere 
•’question of ceremony In Tien-tsln, this 
sudden bristling of Russian aud British 
bayonets, but elsewhere in China it is 
struggle to the death between Great 
Britain and Russia for the* political and 
commercial domination of Asia.

Shansi and Honan, which the cheap 
labor of China Is to turn against all 
rivals. 
Read the official report of Consul 
Ragsdale to Secretary Hay and then 
ronslder the claims of the British to be 
iookrd npon as philanthropists In Chi­ 
na. Consider also the manner In which 
the British are now attempting to drag 
the United States to their support: 


I lave the honor to report the first concession 
ever granted by the imperial Chinese government 
to a foreign syndicate, by the terms of which for­ 
eigners have the right to open and work mines, 
construct and operate railways and all entirely 
tree from Chinese control other than the payment 
of a royalty and conformity with the general laws 
of the empire as applicable to foreigners. 
On the 21st day of May, 1808, there were signed, 
In the presence of the ministers of the tsung-li- 
yatnen, articles of agreement which ceded to the 
Peking Syndicate limited of London the sole 
right to open and work the coal and iron deposits 
of central and southern Shansi and the petroleum 
deposits of the entire province; also the right to 
construct and operate all necessary railways to 
main trunk lines and navigable waters for export- 
luff the mining products. 
Hie agreement was signed by order of imperia) 


iu irt, stamped witn tne seal of the taung-Ii-yamen 
aa a visible sign of imperial sanction and author­ 
ity, and the whole pncecdings were verified and 
ratified by the B ruiA and Italian ministers to 
China. 
The signing of this contract marks the most 
Important epoch in the industrial p o licy of Olina. 
The precedent has been established of allowing 
fort igners, for commercial purposes, to own real 
estate in the interior of China, open and operate 
mines and construct and maintain railways. * * • 
Tile syndicate has the right to build all neces­ 
sary roads and bridges, open cr deepen c anals or 
rivers and construct all railways to connect mines 
with main trunk railways or navigable waters. 
In ease China goes to war the syndicate will 
obey the orders of the Chine** government pro­ 
hibiting aid to the enemy. 
Tho Peking Syndicate is composed of a few men 
Who control immense capital and who have ob­ 
tained the most valuable con«Tt»tdons China could 
make. 
The preliminary work has lieen in prog­ 
ress for over two years. 
The concessions will be 
worked by the Anglo-Italian syndicate, with a 
capital of £9,000,000. 
TTie success of this enterprise is due, first, to 
the fact that the syndicate was willing to spend 
money upon the chance of getting a concession 
and that after sending its general agent to 
China it simply allowed him to manage affairs 
bere and kept him supplied with money.

"Money is left by millionaires to pub­ 
lic institutions when they must relax 
their grasp upon it. There is no grace 
and there can be no blessing in giving 
what cannot be withheld. It is no gift, 
beta use only given at the stern sum- 
tutus of death. Peter Cooper, Pratt of 
Baltimore and Pratt of Brooklyn and 
others are the type of men to take for 
a model. They distributed their sur­ 
plus during life. 
"I am a rich man. I have got enough. 
A HMIN cannot carry his wealth with 
Lim when be leaves this world. 
I 
Lave out* intention. It is th at a t my 
death I’ll not he worth a dollar. 
“Man does not live by bread alone, 
aud 5 or IO cents a day more revenue 


Mattered over thousands would do no 
pood. Accumulated into a great fund 
and expended, as in Cooper institute, it 
will last for generations. It furnishes 
a kidder upon which the aspiring poor 
tufty climb, and there is no use whatev­ 
er trying to help people who don’t help 
themselves. When you stop boosting 
•WD a person, he falls to his injury." 
Carnegie’s generosity to the patrons 
of libraries in New York is but one of 
many similar acts during the last five 
years. The sum is large, but the num­ 
ber to be benefited is large. 
During ISM gifts aggregating $3.- 
563.500 were made to American li­ 
braries by Mr. Carnegie. The list is so 
remarkable a one that it is here given i 
in full. Of these gifts some of course j 
are probably not yet actually made I 
ewing to failure to act on the part of 
the beneficiaries, but the record fairly 
represents Mr. Carnegie’s library bene­ 
factions, actual and potential, for a 
twelvemonth:

“All things come to an end some 
time or other, and after a long wait 
during which I had ample time to 
glance at the well filled book shelves 
which surrounded me and which I 
found held a fitting library, compris­ 
ing chiefly those thoughtful works 
which a deep thinking, intense nature 
would find great pleasure in and cov­ 
ering the wide range of topics from 
religion to radical ramifications, my 
hero came into the room. 
“I thought it was his private secre­ 
tary.^ A little man! Almost a petite 
man! Small In every way except his 
feet. 
If I remember rightly, they 
were of rather generous proportions, 
big enough to support at least another ! 
12 inches in height and 50 pounds i 
more weight and yet not so out of pro- ! 
port iou perhaps as to be noticeable to j 
the casual observer. 
His head was ; 
not red, but it was large, much too J 
large for the size of his frame, I ! 
thought. His eyes were quick and ob- j 
servant, aud I looked in vaiu for the 
shrewd twinkle or anything like the 
beam of benevolence or the blaze or 
glow of enthusiasm. 
They were cal­ 
culating. 
“He did not act like a man unaccus­ 
tomed to wealth, but he looked it. Tie 
didn’t seem to quite tit in with the 
noiseless, perfectly trained male serv­ 
ant who took my card, and the sur­ 
roundings, bought with his money and 
selected by his own taste perhaps, 
seemed rather foreign to him, after all. 
“I saw him once afterward in the 
company of men of worldwide reputa­ 
tion as statesmen. That gave me an­ 
other view—a glimpse from another 
standpoint—at his character. Ile was 
conscious of the company he was in. 
In fact, he didn’t seem to fit iu any 
better there—not so well, indeed—than 
he did in his wealth endowed home up 
the city. His manner was scarcely ob­ 
sequious, and yet it appeared to be al­ 
ways just on the point of becoming so. 
Whether he was conscious of a feeling 
that he was a little bit ‘outclassed’ it 
was hard to tell, but there was reason 
now’ and then to believe that he was. 
But he took It quietly. If he made no i 
bad breaks in attempting to assert his 
equality, he was almost quick enough I 
to conceal the fact that he wanted it I 
concealed.

Began to help earn family’s living 
when 12 years old by working as bob­ 
bin boy in a cotton factory, receiving 
$1.20 a week. 
Fired a boiler in a cellar wheu 13 
years old. 
Clerk in bobbin factory at $2.50 a 
week at 14. 
Messenger In telegraph office at 15. 
Telegraph operator at $25 a month 
when 16, supporting family. 
Operator for Pennsylvania railway 
superintendent at 19. 
Secretary to Pennsylvania railway 
officials 1854-1861. 
Military telegraph operator during 
w'ar. 
Bought Adams Express and sleeping 
car stock in small quantities. 
Bought oil lands, which ultimately 
became w'ortb millions In 1866. 
Built iron bridges in 1867. 
Built bessemer plant in Pittsburg 
when 33 years old. 
Twenty years later (1888) owned the 
seven great steel works in and about 
Pittsburg. 
Parted with his business associates 
In 1899, wheu Iris steel works and 
mines were estimated to be worth 
$500,000,000. 
Carnegie’s investment in oil lauds j 
was the foundation of bis vast fortune. 
He and some friends bought the Wil­ 
liam Story farm on Oil creek for $35.- 
000. rJ’hey organized the Columbia Oil 
company and proceeded .to develop the 
farm for petroleum. Tbe farm consist­ 
ed of 4<X) acres and was not far from 
where "Coal Oil Johnny’’ found bis pot 
of gold. Every acre of the farm proved 
to be productive, and it soon developed 
into oue of tbe richest bonanza farms 
of tile region.

Into a steady, even flow of electricity 
by the use of the sine wave instru 
ruents, the positive and negative eh* 
ments of the current being eliminated 
at a zero point, an accomplishment 
that promises to stand as a Bitting me­ 
morial to the w'ork aud investigations 
of the two inventors and a co usual ma 
tion which electricians bad given apa* 
holeless. 
The promoters of the now system 
are not pursuing an aggressive jvoliey, 
boing certain that as soon as the sine 
wave 
demonstrates 
its commercial 
practicability on the Alaskan cable a1' 
telegraph and cable companies in the 
W’orld will be glad to get a chalice to 
bid for the purchase of the invention 
outright or for the lease of instrument* 
and apparatus.

Above the center of the arch the 
frieze contains a large shield of classic 
Town on each face. The one on the 
south face bears the date of the erec­ 
tion of the monument and the one 
on the north face the date of the 
founding of the navy. The cornice is 
boldly profiled. 
It has massive mu­ 
tuals, and dolphins’ heads serving as 
spouts arc sculptured on the cyma. 
'fhe attic rises 34 feet high above the 
main cornice. It Is crowned by a rich 
cresting composed of heads, torches 
and shields. The face of the attic is 
paneled 
above 
the piers, 
and 
the 
corners are rounded above the col­ 
umns. the rounded surface being eov- ; 
ered by a sculptured shield. Tho cor- I 
nice of the attic is supported by Dolci 
j 
corbels, which will afford a rich play 
of light and shade to the upper part of j 
the 
monument. Tile 
arch 
Is 
sur- i 
mounted by a quadriga of sea horses. J 
Flanking the quadriga aud above each 
of the great piers is a classic barge 
filled with naval trophies. The ends 
or uarrow sides of the monument are 


unpierced, except by a small door in 
the plinth of the basement. 
The basement Is plain. The part 
above the basement is decorated with 
panels corresponding with those of the 
two main faces. The cartouche on the 
panel on the west side containing the 
arms of the Naval academy is a recog­ 
nition of the fact that the monument 
was erected nnder the auspices of the 
Alumni association of the academy, 
and the cartouche on the other side 
bears the arms of the navy depart­ 
ment. The attic is enriched on each 
face by three bronze shields, with 
brandies of ivy, laurel and palms. 
These shields each hear significant 
dates, as 1812, 189S, 1SG8, etc. 
Iii the interior of the great opening 
are five niches on eneh side cut iii the I 
basement wall. Each niche is to con- ; 
tain the statue of a naval hero. The 
names proposed §ye Macdonough, Stew- j 
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art, Decatur, Hull, Porter, Bainbridge. 
Some niches will be left vacant, for it 
is intended that no statue or name of 
any living person shall find a place on 
the monument, that selection being 
left to the next generation. Above the 
wall is perfectly plain until the spring 
Ing of the arch. The vault is a barrel 
vault divided 
into three panels 
by 
heavy moldings formed by garlands 
of laurel leaves. The center panel is cir­ 
cular, the two others being oblong with 
semicircular ends. The spandrils be­ 
tween them are filled with figures aud 
trophies in high relief. 
The principal approach to the water 
gate is of course from the water, aud 
it is intended that the treatment of 
the sea wall, basin, beacons, steps, etc., 
shall not only harmonize with the 
arch, hut form a very important part 
of the design, and by no means the 
least 
beautiful 
part. As 
already 
stated, a small basin will be formed 
partly by digging out. on the land side 
aud partly by building out two short 
piers. This basin will be about 300 
feet wide, and the stairs will be so ar­ 
ranged that one can land at any stage 
of the tide. The two short piers will 
each have a monumental stone beacon 
at the end to mark the entrance into 
the basin, and the sea wall will be fur­ 
ther embellished 
with 
pedestals for 
statuary and trophies. These latter In­ 
deed will form a part of a scheme for 
decorating the plaza in which the arch 
will stand. It is proposed that the 
present one whore the band stand now 
is shall be abandoned, so that the 
space now given up to the purpose 
may be disposed to set off the arch to 
the greatest advantage. It is also pro­ 
posed that the walks of the park be 
rearranged to radiate from the arch. 
Iii short, that the park shall be made 
what it ought to be—one of Hie most 
attractive pleasure grounds of its size 
iii the world.

'i’eicgrapn and cable operators and 
managers and stockholders of tele­ 
graph and cable companies all over tho 
world are awaiting with great interest 
the advent of warm weather, when tho 
work of laying the United States gov­ 
ernment Alaskan cable will begin in 
earnest, says the Cleveland Blain Deal­ 
er. 
This cable will be equipped with 
the sine wave system of telegraphy, 
the invention of Captain G. O. Squire, 
a West Boint man, and Mr. A. C. Cre- 
hore of Cleveland. 
The sine wave system of telegraphy 
promises to revolutionize the telegraph 
and cable business of the world aud 
to replace systems which have beou in 
vogue since the first cables were laid 
aud successfully operated from a com­ 
mercial standpoint. 
The sine wave 
system utilizes an alternating current 
of oleotricitv. supplied by a dynamo 


but eliminates all intones ann jcras 
from the current in such a manner that 
science is unable to distinguish the 
electrical flow from that supplied by a 
battery. 
The alternating current is resolved 
Into a steady, even flow of electricity 
by the use of the sine wave instru­ 
ments, the positive and negative ole 
meats of the current being eliminated 
at a zero point, an accomplishment 
that promises to stand as a fitting me­ 
morial to the work aud investigations 
of the two inventors and a consurama 
lion which electricians had given up a* 
hopeless. 
The promoters of tho new system 
are not pursuing an aggressive jiolicy, 
boing certain that as soon as Hic s ue 
wave 
demonstrates 
its 
commercial 
practicability on the Alaskan cable all 
telegraph and cable companies in the 
world will he glad to get a chance to 
bid for the purchase of the invention 
outright or for the lease of instrument* 
and apparatus. 
Captain Squire is at present in com­ 
mand of the United States govern­ 
ment’s cable ship in Philippine water*. 
With the sine wave system of teleg­ 
raphy from 1,000 to 5,000 and more 
words may be transmitted on a wire 
a minute. 
The same receiving intern­ 
ments may be used with the sloe ware 
transmitters that are now in vogue In 
cable 
offices—namely, 
a siphon re­ 
corder. 
The sine wave can also be 
used 
on 
Wbeatstone 
circuits, the 
Wheatstone system until the discovery 
of the sine wave having generally been 
regarded the acme of perfection of 
rapid transmission.

H u ll Get a H o ra l Permit. 
G reenland is governed in a grand 
motherly way by D enm ark; but, as it 
consists of a group of colonies which 
would not under any circum stances at 
tra c t m any tourists or traders, no out­ 
sider complains of the exclusiveness of 
the Danish authorities. 
Trade alw ays 
has beeu and still is monopolized by 
the state, and only governm ent vessels 
are allowed to sail iii Greenland w a­ 
ters. 
For foreign travelers also Green 
land is a closed country uuless the tray 
d e r in question has beforehand ob 
tained the rare distinction of gaining 
the iiermission of the Danish govern­ 
ment. 
The monopoly of the trade is said to 
protect the Greenlander from being de­ 
ceived by unscrupulous m erchants. The 
adm inistration settles a fixed price both 
for the goods the Greenlanders pur­ 
chase and for the products they sell. 
In this way all are treated in the samo 
m anner, aud the business tieing car­ 
ried on by the state is a guarantee 
that tile natives are not imposed upon. 
Furtherm ore, the members of the ad ­ 
m inistration are enjoined to take care 
that the natives do not leave them ­ 
selves short of produce by selling more 
than they can dispense with, so th at 
tin y are destitute of needful food and 
clothing when the slack time arrives. 
The native G reenlander never has been, 
neither is he now, able to purchase a 
single drop of spirits from the adm in­ 
istration.

Greenland and Denm ark is, as a rule, 
carried on exclusively by means of the 
nine vessels belonging to the Green­ 
land company — viz, five brigs, three

E ngland’s M enace to Russia a Cover 
for Her Own Schem es— Am erican 
Consul's Report Exposes the Dou­ 
ble Dealing of Great Britain. 


W hile Great Britain is frantically 
calling upon the United States to assist 
in the attem pt to arrest tile great tidal 
m ovem ent of R ussia In China, while 
British and Russian troops face each 
other lo Tien tsin, w hile Japan is con­ 
centrating her warships on the Korean 
ooast to em barrass R ussia—mid a sin ­ 
gle rifle shot may bo the signal for tile 
m ightiest and bloodiest conflict in his­ 
tory—the key of tile* British interest in 
th eir vast scene of conquest and in­ 
trigue is kept carefully out of sight. 
Lord Pauocefote has exhausted his 
*Hoqlienee In tho effort to convince 
P resident M cKinley and Secretary Hay 
that the possession of M anchuria by 
R ussia w ill mean the* closing o f Man 
ch ii rim ports to our trade and that 
Great Britain Is sim ply fighting the 
battle of the civilized aud com mercial 
world iii her opposition to Russia. 
But In the archives of the state de­ 
partm ent, says .Tames Creolman in tile 
N ew York Journal, is a report from Mr. 
Ragsdale, tile American consul at T ien­ 
tsin. which show s that a British syn 
•Hcatc, headed by the Rothschilds, lias 
secured from the Chinese governm ent 
v>oucessions so vast as to threaten the 
foreign market in Asia of all countries. 
These concessions are alm ost beyond 
belief, yet the facts were officially re­ 
ported iu detail to our governm ent three 
years ago. 
T he Peking Syndicate of London has

Andrew Carnegie's recent offer or 
$5,2U0.WG to build 65 free libraries in 
greater New York is a new instance of 
tbe farseeing philanthropy of this re­ 
markable Scotchman. 
Mr. Carnegie regards his great wealth 
iu Hie light of a trust. Fifteen years 
age be said: 
"Money is left by m illionaires to pub- 
institutions when they m ust relax 
ihoir grasp upon it. There is no grace 
aud there ran be no blessing in giving 
what cannot bo withheld. It is no gift, 
because only given at the stern sum- 
tutus of death. Peter Cooper, P ra tt of 
Baltimore and P ratt of Brooklyn aud 
others are the type of men to take for 
a model. They distributed their sur­ 
lily during life. 
"I am a rich man. I have got enough. 
A mull cannot carry his w ealth with 
him when he leaves this world. 
I 
lune one intention. It is th at a t my 
death I ll not be worth a dollar. 
“Man does not live by bread alone, 
rind o or IO cents a day more revenue 
Mattered over thousands would do no 
pood. Accumulated into a great fund 
nod expended, as in Cooper institute, it 
wlii last for generations. It furnishes 
a kidder upon which the aspiring poor 
nay climb, and there is no use w hatev­ 
er trying to help people who don’t help 
themselves. When you stop boosting 
nth a person, he falls to Ids injury." 
Carnegie's generosity to tile patrons 
of libraries in New York is but one of 
many similar acts during the last five 
years. The sum is large, but the aum 
hor to be benefited is large. 
During I SPP gifts aggregating $3.- 
were made to American li­ 
braries by .Mr. Carnegie. The list is so 
remarkable a one that it is here given 
in full. Of these gifts some of course 
are probably not yet actually made 
owing to failure to aet ou the part of 
the beneficiaries, but tho record fairly 
represents Mr. Carnegie’s library bene­ 
factions, Actual and potential, for a 
twelvemonth:

Telegraph operator at $25 a month ! 
when 16, supporting family. 
Operator for Pennsylvania railway I 
superintendent at IO. 
Secretary to Pennsylvania railway I 
officials 1854-1861. 
M ilitary telegraph operator during 
w*a r. 
Bought Adams Express aud sleeping 
cur stock in small quantities. 
Bought oil lands, which ultimately 
became worth millions in 18G6. 
Built iron bridges lu 1867. 
Built bessemer plant iu Pittsburg 
wheu 33 years old. 
Tw enty years later (1888) owned the 
seven great steel works in and about 
Pittsburg. 
Parted with his business associates 
tu 1899, wheu Iris steel works and

The farm consist­ 
ed of 400 acres aud was not far from 
where “Cou! Oil Johnny’* found his pot 
of gold. Every acre cf the farm proved 
to be productive, and It soon developed 
into one of the richest bonanza farm s 
of tile region.

GREAT MILITARY POST. 


NEW YORK TO HAVE T H E FINEST 
IN T H E COUNTRY. 


Plans for 
Governor’s 
Island— Ninety 
Acres for Barracks And Magnifi­ 
cent Parade Ground.

air. Bark Benjamin, chairman of the 
naval arch committee, which plans to 
eruct a magnificent water gate ut tho 
Battery in New York, has made public 
the following description of the de­ 
sign: 
The arch or water gate is to be of 
colossal size and is to stand on the 
Battery sea wall at a point where the 
center line of Broadway meets the 
prolongation of tin* center line of that 
part of State street which runs at 
about right angles to Whitehall street. 
Tin se t wo lines meet at an angle of 
GCI degrees; tin* transverse axis of tho 
arch will bisect this angle and be 
a I milt normal to tile curve of the sea 
wall at this point. The monument will 
thus terminate the vista of Broadway 
looking south, just as Grace church 
terminates it looking north. But the 
arch is Intended primarily to be seen 
from the bay. Standing at the Inter­ 
section of the two great avenues of 
commerce, the North and East rivers, 
it will form a monumental entrance 
aud gate to the city. 
On the water side tho arch will he 
preceded by a small basin, partly re­ 
cessed and partly formed by two pro­ 
jecting piers to protect the binding 
stage or steps (to be known as the Bat­ 
tery stairs) from the rush of the tide. 
The arch or water gate is to be built 
of white marble on a base of granite. 
Tho proposed dimensions are 125 feet 
in width and height. These may be in­ 
c re a se d to 130 feet each if sufficient 
funds are provided, which would make 
the structure as large as tile Arc de 
I’Etoile iu Baris. 
A pedestal for a large group of statu 
ary is built against the face of each 
pier OO belli sides of tlie arch, as is cus­ 
tomary in arches of this sort. There Is 
thus provision for two groups on each 
of the two principal faces of the monu­ 
ment. 
It Is proposed that these groups 
shall represent stirring historical events 
in Hie history of the navy. 
Thus the 
group to the left of the arch as one 
flees it from the south will represent 
Farragut on the Hartford- 
The car­ 
touche on the pedestal will bear the 
Inscription, “ Damn the Torpedoes; Go 
Ahead.” Tho right hand group repre­ 
sents John Baul Jones on the Bon­ 
homme Richard, with the inscription: 
“SurrenderY No. We Have Not Begun 
to Fight Yet.” On the land side the left 
group will represent Berry leaving the 
Lawrence, with the inscription, “We 
Have Met the Enemy, and They Are 
Ours.” The right group will represent 
the death of Lawrence, with the in­ 
scription, “Don’t Give Up the Ship." At 
the corners of the upper pedestals of 
each of the two groups are heroic nude 
figures of boys wearing garlands so 
treated us to compose with the groups 
At auglcs of the piers above the base­ 
ments are three-quarter engaged louie 
columns 60 feet high. The capitals are 
richly carved, having an American ea­ 
gle bearing an anchor worked into each

face. 
Above each group on the face of the 
pier is a rich panel detached from the 
smooth surface of the mass by sunken 
characters, the upper parts of which 
contain heavy garlands. Each panel is 
crowned by a pediment bearing seated 
allegorical 
figures, 
between 
which 
stand naval figureheads with trophies. 
In the upper part of each panel is an 
elaborate encartoucbe sheltered by the 
pediment One of these on each face is 
sculptured with the arms of the United 
States. The other two bear respective­ 
ly the arms of the state of New York 
and of the city. 
The arch proper bas a large covered 
splay at each side which increases in 
size as it is carried over the opening. 
At the crown the splay is ten feet wide 
land contains a large panel having en­ 
graved upon it the inscription, “To the 


j Navy." At the haunches are other large 
I panels filled with uaval trophies. The 
splay Is terminated on cither side by a 
large inverted shell placed Just above 
the string course of the basement The 
main entablature is horizontal over the 
piers and at the sides of the arch, but 
Is segmental over the opening. 
The 
architrave is rnude up of three facias 
with the usual enriched moldings. The 
frieze is “bombe" and very richly carv­ 
ed with garlands separating panels up­ 
on which are Inscribed the names of 
heroes of the navy. 
Above the center of the arch the 
frieze contains a large shield of classic 
form on each face. The one on the ; at tbc «nd 
to mark the entrance 
into 
south face bears the date of the cree- I *be basin, and the sea wall will be fur- 
tion of the monument and the one 
on the north face the date of the 
founding of the navy. The cornice Is 
Voidly profiled. 
It has massive mu­ 
tuals, and dolphins’ heads serving as 
spouts are sculptured on tile cyma. 
The attic rises 34 feet high above the 
main cornice. It Is crowned by a rich 
creating composed of heads, torches 
and shields. The face of the attic Is 
paneled 
above 
the piers, 
and 
the 
corners are rounded above the col­ 
umns. the rounded surface being cov­ 
ered by a sculptural shield. The cor­ 
nice of Hie attic is supported by Dolci 
corbels, which will afford a rich play 
of light and shade to the upper part of 
Hie 
monument. The 
arch 
Is 
sur­ 
mounted by a quadriga of sea horses. 
Flanking the quadriga and above each 
of the great piers Is a dassie barge 
tilled with naval trophies. The ends 
or uarrow sides of the monument are

art, Decatur, Hull, Porter, Bainbridge. 
Some niches will be left vacant, for ii 
Is intended that no statue or name of 
any living person shall find a place on 
the monument, that selection being 
left to the next generation. Above the 
wall is perfectly plain until the spring 
lug of the arch. The vault is a barrel 
vault divided 
into three panels 
by 
heavy moldings formed by garlands 
of laurel leaves. The center panel is cir­ 
cular, the two others being oblong with 
semicircular ends. The spandrils be 
tween them are filled with figures and 
trophies in high relief. 
The principal approach to the water 
gate is of course from the water, aud 
it is intended that the treatment of 
(he sea wall, basin, beacons, steps, etc*., 
shall not only harmonize with the 
arch, but form a very important part 
of the design, and by no means the 
least 
beautiful 
part. As 
already 
stated, a small basin will be formed 
partly by digging out on the land side 
and partly by building out two short 
piers. This basin will be about 300 
feet wide, and the stairs will be so ar­ 
ranged that one can land at any stage 
of the tide. The two short piers will 
each have a monumental stone beaeou 


ther embellished 
with pedestals for 
statuary and trophies. These latter in­ 
deed will form a part of a scheme for 
decorating the plaza in which the arch 
will stand.
